11) COMMENTS: 

A) IN CONCLUSION, OUR PARTICIPATION IN THE FAIR WAS DETERMINED 
BY A COMBINATION OF FACTORS, POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, AND COMMERCIAL. 
AS INDICATED ABOVE, SALES BY THEMSELVES JUSTIFIED OUR DECISION 
TO PARTICIPATE. GOOD RADIO, TELEVISION, AND PRESS COVERAGE 
BROUGHT OUR PAVILION TO THE ATTENTION OF THE MAJORITY OF 
BUSINESSMEN IN THE CASABLANCA-RABAT AREA, AND TO BUSINESS LEADERS 
THROUGHOUT MOROCCO. 

B ) THE U.S. PAVILION AT THE 1977 CASABLANCA FAIR CONTINUES 
TO RECEIVE FAVORABLE COMMENTS. IT WILL BE RECALLED 
(REFTEL) THAT OUR PAVILION WAS AWARDED A BRONZE MEDAL, THE

C) MANY OF THE FIRMS PARTICIPATED IN OUR PAVILION FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF EXPOSURE TO NEW BUSINESS PROSPECTS AND OR FOR 
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PUBLICITY REASONS RATHER THAN FOR IMMEDIATE SALES. THEIR 
COST ($1,500 FOR A 12 SQUARE METER STAND) WAS REMARKABLY 
CHEAP CONSIDERING AN ESTIMATED MILLION VISITORS PASSED THROUGH 
THE U.S. PAVILION. KING RANCH. INC. (RANCHE ADAROUCH) FELT 
THAT EVEN WITH TEN LEADS OBTAINED, IT HAD MET ITS 
PRIMARY OBJECTIVE OF EXPOSURE TO NEW BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

MR. RAOUL ESTRADE, THE MANAGER, WROTE THAT HE HOPES TO 
PARTICPATE IN THE NEXT FAIR WITH US. AND THAT HE EXPECT 
ALL CATTLE STOCK THROUGHOUT MOROCCO TO BE IMPROVED WITHIN 
TH NEXT 15 YEARS. 

AMERICAN CHEWING GUM CO. ACHIEVED ITS PRIMARY OBJECTIVE 
OF EXPOSURE TO NEW BUSINESS PROSPECTS ALTHOUGH IT MADE 
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NO IMMEDIATE SALES. ON ITS PARTICIPANT'S REPORT IT WROTE, 

"OUR PARTICIPATION IN THE US PAVILION HEPED US TO PUBLICIZE 
AND PROMOTE OUR PRODUCT CHICLETS SOLD IN MOROCCO UNDER 
A NEW PRESENTATION. "SOME OF AT ALL TIMES. SEVERAL OF THE 
COMPANIES INCLUDING GOODYEAR, GENERAL TIRE. INTERNATIONAL 
HARVESTER, GENERAL MOTORS -FRIGIDAIRE, AN SUROC INT'L DIVISION 
PARTICIPATED IN THE MOROCCAN INDUSTRIES SECTIONS OF THE FAIR 
AS WELL AS IN OUR PAVILION. 

D) THE ABOVE DATA WERE OBTAINED FORM FORMS DIB-41 IP (PARTICI- 
PANT'S REPORT). SOME OF WHICH WERE DELAYED IN REACHING THE 
CONSULATE, FROM 25 OF THE 26 EXHIBITING FIRMS. ONE OF THE 
FIRMS (GENERAL ELECTRIC, SCHENECTADY, NEW YORK) DID NOT 
HAVE PERSONNEL AT ITS STAND IN OUR PAVILION, AND THEREFORE 
HAD NO REPORT TO SUBMIT WITHOUT EXEPTION ALL OF THE PARTICI- 
PANTS AND THE STAFF OF THE PAVILION WOULD HAVE PREFERED 
SHORTER HOURS, INSTEAD OF 10 A.M. TO 1 P.M. AND 2 P.M. TO NIGHT 
(1 A.M. ON WEEKENDS) FOR EIGHTEEN SUCCESSIVE DAYS.
